This is undoubt- 
edly the case now, but who is the man 
or woman behind Abdullah's current 
rampage? 

ФГ Abdullah personifies killer in- 
stinct, the wildman known as Cactus 
Jack personifies sheer recklessness. ls 
there any man anywhere in the sport 
who has so little regard for his oppo- 
nents—and even less for himself?

1 15 not that Lany is an obnoxious loudmouth that should be 
1 banned from golf courses. Actually, he practices golf etiquette 
; very well. But һе is very insistent about getting things his way. 
: He is one of those rare personalities that demands perfection 
2 from himself and the people around him. 
: Туе noticed that the success he has enjoyed as part of The 
; Enforcers has made him even more aggressive on the golf 
2 course. But he is able to channel that aggressiveness into his 
2 game. His drives and fairway shots remain straight, but he hits 
1 them 30 or 40 yards longer. And he's touchier than ever about

Playing golf with Lamy Zbyszko is more like an adventure

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I broke into this sport back in 
1986, and from my first day on 
the mat, my dream has been to 
win the Word championship. 
Now, I'll bet you think there's no 
big deal about that, since that's 
the goal of just about every man 
who steps through the ropes. 

But for me, it would be a dou- 
bly special achievement. You see, 1 
want to become the first-ever 
black World champion. 

This would be extremely impor- 
tant to me, because I have a lot of 
pride in my roots. I've always be- 
lieved that America is the land of 
opportunity, that if a man works 
hard enough, he can do anything 
he sets his mind to. Growing up in 
Georgia, that's what І was taught, 
and | never saw any reason to 
doubt it. 

I know it won't be easy. Heck, 
anything worth having never is. 
Lex Luger is an outstanding ath- 
lete, Sure, I've lost a lot of respect 
for him as a man, but as a wres- 
tler there are none finer. Winning 
that title from him is going to take 
every last ounce of my energy and 
ability. 

But I already have some accom- 
plishments under my belt that Pm 
mighty proud of. When I played 
nose tackle at Florida State Uni- 
versity, I made all-America four 
times. 1 played in two Orange 
Bowls, I was a Heisman Trophy 
finalist, and Florida State retired 
my jersey number.

automobile. There was no chance that 
autographs would be signed on this 
evening. 

Hughes slammed the door and 
locked Luger in. The huge bodyguard 
walked around to the front of the car, 
got behind the wheel, and sped away. 
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Within seconds, all that was left was а 
trail of thick, black smoke. 

“Wow,” said one disappointed 
young fan, clutching his bendable 
Luger action figure in his hand. “Lex 
has really changed, hasn't h 

‘That may be the understatement of 
the year, 

In one memorable night, Luger 
tumed his back on the fans, won the 
title, “and showed the world the real 
me. This is it, take it or leave it, and I 
dont care what anyone thinks." 

Actually, Lugers cage bout against 
Bany Windham at the Great American 
Bash in Baltimore was an evenly con- 
tested battle between two of the sport's 
bue superstars—until Luger's new as- 
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sociales tipped the odds in his favor. 
When the 320-pound Hughes, formerly 
of The York Foundation, strolled to 
the ring with Race, a seven-time World 
champion in his own right, Windham 
figured the moral support was there for 
him. 

Windham never imagined that Race 
and Hughes were there to offer guid- 
ance to Luger. Hughes walked to one 
side of the cage to divert Windham's 
attention from the real situation: Race 
providing crucial instructions to Luger. 
Moments later, Luger piledrived Wind- 
ham to the canvas and scored the 
pinfall victory that made him the new 
champion. The finisher was a move 
that Race made famous throughout his 


illustrious 32-year career. Then again, 
Race seems to be remaking Luger in 
his own image. 

“My mastery of the piledriver is only 
the beginning,” said Luger before a 
recent title defense, “Look at my array 
of moves now: the German suplex, the 
Russian legsweep, (һе neckbreaker. 
You think 1 learned all this stuff by 
accident? No way! A few months ago, 
when I realized | was getting passed 
over for World title matches—as usu- 
аі contacted Harley at his home in 
Kansas City. Who better to до to for 
championship advice than a former 
champion?" 

When Luger first contacted Race, 
the grizzled veteran accused Luger of. 


being “too soft.” 

“L told Luger that he was the most 
amazing athlete in the history of this 
game,” recalled Race, "but none of 
that meant anything unless he became 
World champion. And to do that, 
you've got to be the most knowledge- 
able kid on the block. You must know 
what to do in any given situation, from 
counterholds to dazzling offensive ma- 
neuvers to barroom brawling. Luger 
was a good U.S. champion, but if you 
wanna be a legend, you gotta be the 
World champ.” 

Unbeknownst to Luger's friends and 
fans, Race and Luger were getting to- 
gether regularly for strategy sessions. 
Race worked on Luger's attitude as

much as he did on Luger's wrestling 
scream at Luger as he sparred. And 
for the first time in years, Luger was 
concentrating on injuring his oppo- 
nents instead of just beating them. Ву 
the time the Baltimore Bash rolled 
around, Luger was much more than 
primed for victory—he had become a 
wrestling juggernaut. 

Knowing in his heart that Luger 
could win the World title, Race real- 
ized that such a victory would make 
Lex a marked man. Race knew that 
Luger needed the best protection mon- 
ey could buy. 

Race contacted Ms. Alexandra York, 
the founder and president of The York 


Foundation, to inquire about the avail- 
ability of Hughes. When York told 
Race that Hughes’ contract was not for 
sale, Race countered with a financial 
offer that York later described as “a 
staggering amount of money.” 

“Like my dad used to tell me, you'll 
never regret buying the very best,” 
Luger laughed when questioned about 
Hughes. “This is not only a loyal and 
dedicated servant, but a fine wrestler to 
boot. Let's see Sting, Windham, or 
Ron Simmons try to mess with me 
with big Mr. Hughes by my side!” 

Now, with his new adviser and body- 
guard at the ready, Luger faces the 
future more confident than he's ever 
been. However, his former friends are

I 
guess I shouldn't waste my time worry- 
ing about him anymore, because he's 
definitely not worried about me.

"What Luger has done is an insult 
to all the people who supported him 
for the past few years,” said Simmons. 
“Sure, Race was an expert wrestler, 
but hes an expert in brutality.

It 
just makes me sick that a truly talent- 
ed man such as Lex is now doing 
exactly the same thing.”

Even worse, he's gone from 
being upbeat and personable to surly 
and arrogant.

For months, Scott Steiner (who, with his brother, Rick, was in the midst 
of a second World tag team title reign) was looking for a way to retum to 
his hometown of Detroit for a bit of rest and relaxation, Scott finally made it 
back to Motown—and it's driving him crazy. 


The originator of the amazing "Frankensteiner" was riding high atop the 
wrestling world when he suffered an injury that nearly ended his career. 
When he was attacked by The Hardliners—Dick Murdoch and Dick Slater— 
at Clash of the Champions XV, he felt his left bicep rip almost entirely off 


his arm (“ту most frightening moment ever," Scott admits now). 

On June 18, Scott underwent two hours of major surgery in Birmingham, 
Alabama. Dr. James Andrews, the world-famous sports injury specialist who 
has performed operations on Sting, Magnum T.A., and football and baseball 


star Bo Jackson, was the surgeon. The prognosis? With proper rest and 


rehabilitation techniques, Steiner is expected to make a full recovery. 


Right now, it's the waiting that's the hardest part for Scott—and a recent 
decision by WCW officials has made things worse. In July, WCW announced 
that Rick and Scott Steiner had been stripped of the World tag team title 
because they could not defend the championship within the required 30-day 
period (Scott and Rick still retain their IWGP tag belts, however), Meanwhile. 
Scott can't wait to get back into the ring, team with his brother, and start 
the quest for the World tag team title all over again. 


WCW Magazine's Bob Smith spoke with Scott at the superstar's еб 
home. "He's so anxious to return to action," reported Smith. “But Scotts 
very intelligent, and he understands that coming back too quickly се 
cause further damage.
